ui<>re money, tbe Ore department rnuet 
bare Ibcrrasad funds, tae public light¬ 
ing system will have to be extended, and 
more money la needed for road repairs. 
Tba above enumerated Increased ex¬ 
penditures are more orffes* supported 
by public sentiment. Toe public eeboole. 
It Is argued, base bean Mid down otoae 
in a QuaucUl way for two year* past, 
and a point baa been reached where tbe 
school fund must be Increased In order 
lo provide for an (noraaae In pupil* and 
a need for additional leech-rs. ' 

Tba Bobooi Board ask* for *3,500 more 
than l*at year. There la a atroog senti¬ 
ment In town In favor of granting tbe 
Increase. 

Oraat change* have taken place In- 
tbe flte department during the year, and 
It la asserted that tbe department It 
being placed on a better and much Im¬ 
proved basis, but at Uie aame time tbe 
Improvements will necessitate so In 
oraaeed coat of maintenance of tbe de¬ 
partment and the Are appropriation 
must be Increased by at least 11.500, per 
bap* *1.000. 

Thar* la said to be need of oonaldar- 
‘able work la road repair* now, and it la 
estimated that **,000 more will be 
aatad for Is tba Use of repair work on 
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be • total iMreaas la 

aboat *10,000 over last year. 

With tba changes la vsiuatlooe tba 
Increased expenditures will mabe a dlf 
far an oa of about twenty points la tba 
tax rata. If tba entire Inoreaee la placed 
In tba tax levy and It la made Incumbent 
upon tba Board of Assessor* to adjust 
valuations to provide for tba lnoree*e. 

There I* of course * natural Increase 
In valuations, but at tba same time 
tbere la also a lues to be considered 
Tba exempt property lo tba town baa 
bean Increased by tbe purobaae of fire¬ 
house site# Soma buildings have bean 
destroyed by fire, and soma have been 
torn dowu. and reductions In vaiuatiooa 
made by tba Commissioners of Appeal 
must be ooostdered. 

In tba faoe of Increased public needs 
it la not very easy to eee bow tbe mem¬ 
bers of tbe Oouocll are going t j carry 
out tbalr daalra for e lower tax rate. If 
tbe total amount of tba Increase la or¬ 
dered aaaaeai d upon property tbla year. 

Tba Oouooll baa at Its oommaod floao- 
clel resources of a considerable amount 
that are Independent of tbe tax levy. If 
tbe Inoreaeed expenditure# can be pro¬ 
vided for from that source, than there la 
hope of a lower tax rata, but not other- 
Wtae. 

Tbe City of Newark baa a method of 
keeping dowu the tax rate that tba local 
Town Council might follow to good cf 
fact. City Auditor Formau thus ex 
plained It to tbe Newark Board of Trad* 
Wednesday eight. 

** A peculiar condition existed In tbe 
y*ar 1904. The Anenoe committee of tbe 
Common Council wblob la charged with 
U>e duty of preparing tbe annual tax or¬ 
dinance wee very deelroue, aa all finan¬ 
cial com ml Uses have always been, to 
keep tbe lax rate down to tbe lowest 
possible point.

Tba cyeioale blow that preooeded tba 
tb under storm that passed over tbla 
town about six o’clock Monday evening, 
did c o nsiderable damage and oeaaaloe- 
soma Barrow esospes from lose of 
•Ifa. Henry Spear of Montgomery 
•treat bad Just passed by a large aim 
tree in Franklin street wban a large 
rottae Umb fail from tba tree to tba 
sidewalk. Other eases of narrow ee- 
oepee from Injury from failing tree 
Umbe were reported. Tbe most serious 
aecldeot resulting from tbe storm was 
la Liberty street at tbe borne of Obarlee 
L. Douglass tbe aboe dealer, when Mr. 
Douglass and bis four-year-old son Bay- 
mood, narrowly eeeeped being killed by 
tb* falling A a part of tba wall of tbe 
°ld library building now being torn 
down. 

Tbe risks that bave beeo taken In the 
work of liking down tbe library building 
baa Usu a matter of critical comment and 
f«ar* of aflet Jeula Lave been prevalent. 

Tbe wall tuat fell before tbe foroe of 
tbe wlud M'O'Jaj evening Was the west 
all of tbe building, li wee about 
thirty feet blgb and bad been weakened 
by tbe removal of tbe supporting besme 
luslde. Foreman Hiinblen and bla men 
bad Just left when tbe aoeldeut occured. 
Mr. Douglass bad come home to dinner 
and aa usual bis Utile boy ran to tbe 
aid* door to meet him. Tua child bad 
bold of bl* father'* band and Mr Doeg- 
laa* glanced up at tb* wall and saw 
that It was tottering. The wind was 
almost a gale at that moment. For a 
second be was transfixed with horror 
and then be tried to loop through tbe 
door of a small abed leading Into tba 
basement of bla bouse. 

As be did so tbe mass of brlcke and 
mortar descended upon them. Mr. 

ugWss was burled through tbe door¬ 
way Into tie basement, while hU little 
oue was turn from bis bauds and burltd 
be .ealb a quaulty of brick. 

Douglass got up aa qulo ly aa be 
could, and with the aid of other*, who

Tba telephone oompaoy baa tba ooo- 
traot to ears for tba firm-alarm ay stem. 

Mayor Brewer asked tbe represents. 
Uv* of tbe telephone oompaoy If tba 
granting of tb* request would result In 
removal of all tbe company’s poles from 
tba streets, and said that an ordlnaooe 
was passed about a year ago requiring 
all the wires to be put uuddr ground and 
tbe removal of tbe pol-s, but It bad never 
been enforced, on account of ttie borough 
fire alarm wires being strung on some of 
tbe company’s poles. "But now, when 
tbe telephone company baa a contract to 
keep in o.der tbe bor.ugb fire alarm 
1 sea no reasou why tbe ordinance 
should not be complied with,” be added. 

On motion of Councilman Wnlte per¬ 
mission was given tbe telephone com¬ 
pany to make tbe street openings re¬ 
quested, providing auob permission does 
not ooofllct In any way with tba removal 
of poles, aa provided for by ordlnanoe 
110 of tbe borough ordinances. 

The Initial step In a movement that Is 
likely to develops another fire company In 
tbe borough was tak n Monday night, 
when Chief Smith of tba fire department 
submitted tba request of some citizens 
In tba southern end of tbe borough that 
I a “Jumper and 500 feet of boas be pro- 
I cured In that part of tbe lowu, end that

Counciluiat Murray baa the right view 
of the Water question, but It la not ilkly 
that hie views will prevail. ULleas the 
chmmlll oa, whom report la now awaited, 
reach definite conclusions much speedier 
than Thursday night’s Joint conference 
indicated. It la true that the question 
with which tha Board of Trade and Civic 
Union committee are considering is a 
large and important one, and doc* not 
parmlt of hasty work, If It is to be acted 
upon in a thorough mannsr. It la a 
matter of rug rat that tba Board of Trad* 
and Olvlo Union did not get to work 
earlier on tbe water supply question, lo 
order that ail preliminaries could be 
completed before May 1. 

It Is not a good thing for tbe town to 
accept favors from any corporation in the 
way of gratuitous extension* of con¬ 
tracts.
